STARVE BEFORE THE RESCUERS COME, 


Men Hopelessty Buried in the Eldora 
Mine for Fourteen Days. ‘ 

Vancouver, B. C., Sept. 16.—Advices _re- 
ceived by the Australian steamer Mijowera, 
say that the bodies of the victims of the E!- 
dora mine disaster have been recovered after 
two weeks’ labor. The men were working in 
the McAvers mine when the banking made 
to keep off the river gave way, filling the out- 
let of the mine with slum. They wre. im- 
prisoned and almost within hearing |of the 
rescuers were starved to death. It taok ex- 
actly fourteen days to reach the men.! When 
found a:l were beyond the need of assistance. 

Evidence of the terrible suffermy of the 
poor fellows at the last moments was most 
heartrending. Believing that they would be 
eventually reached by would-be rescuers, but 
knowing, tod, that it would be ‘too fate, the 
men evidently held an ante-mortem Souncil, 
for most of them wrote letters tu friends and 
relatives from their living grave and there 
were evidences of solemn intercourse’ before 
death ended their terrible sufferings. * 

All but one of the men were found in a 
naturally formed chamber lying side by side 
guietly as if sleeping. y wore peaceful 
expressions, and before death ensued must 
have been lulled to sleep by the gases gener- 
ated, By the letters left they had, however, 
been in conversation together for tweity-four 
hours after their fearful imprisonment. The 
following is one of the letters, verbatim, of a 
victim, written in pencil: 

I am getting faint, no air. God protec 

tbe ayy ye oaae: children and witot Litsien 
look after them and bring them up goud. T 
money I have in my box and bank is to ; 
among the little ones. Make the best

The directors of the W 
railroad company yesterday authorized the 
000,000 6 per cent certificates of 
n the stock market the quo- 
tation for West Chicago’ stock fell to the 
lowest point for several months. It touched 
123%. The issue of bonds is to pay for elec- 
trical equipment. Regarding the situation 
President Charles T. Yerkes said: 

“The directors of the West Side com- 
pany today authorized an issue of $1,000,000 
6 per cent debentures, The proceeds will 
be used to pay for electric construction. 
Enough will be realized from this issue to 
about pay for the expenditures which have 
been made up to the preseht time. The 
work of electric construction will be com- 
pleted in about two months. There will 
be some further indebtedness incurred in 
completing. the work, but it will not be 
great, and it does not necessarily mean 
that there will be another issue of bonds. 
We have been greatly delayed and much 
disappointed with the ‘progress of electric 
work on the West Side. 
at least two months because an iron com- 
pany failed to keep its contract. The work. 
is now going along satisfactorily, however, 
and it will be completed this fall so 
our present plans contemplate, 

“The West Chicago company is making 
very satisfactory earnings. The last two 
months have been particularly satisfactory, 
The net earnings for August show an in- 
crease over August of last year of: between 
$50,000 and $60,000. This is due chiefly to 
the electric equipment. The elevated roads 
] have interfered with us considerably. This 
is to be seen easily when a comparison of 
the gross increase on the West Side and on 
the North Side is made. Gross traffic on the 
North Side has increased much’ more than 
on the West Side. Electric motive power is 
going to save the West Side company a good 
deal of money. . Iam never disposed to make 
glowing statements about the future. When 
I make calculations about the future I am in- 
clined to give myself the worst of it always, 
for there is no man so badly fooled as.the 
man who fools himself.

‘up the Pullman repair shops, and thus make 
it impossible to keep the cars in running or-

fusing to haul them, and thereby forcing 
Pullman;:.to surrender; but that Secord said 
that plan would not do, for the roads would 
repair the cars at their own shops, and the 
winning course to pursue was for the rail- 
road hands to refuse to haul those cars;.and 
that then Mayor Hopkins spoke out, saying:

Money goes out there as well as it 
comes in. As Secord says, the railroads will make 
the repairs on his cars and he can shut down the 
shops and keep them closed until the men starve. 
The only thing to do is to tie up some of the lines 


that haul his cars. 
Secord was at New York Sunday to meet 


Hopkins and gave his account of the hotel 
meeting. He told THE TRIBUNE correspond- 
ent that after he and Hopkins had been in- 
troduced to Debs and Howard there was 4 
brief discussion about the strike, in which 
he alleges Hopkins took no part further than 
to listen to what was said by the others. 
He admits something was said about 
¢alling out the men in the repair shops. 
When, as his business interests were at 
Pullman, the strike was affecting them, 
and it was against his interest—and that of 
his partner Hopkins—to have the strike pro- 
longed, he said: “Why not call out 
all the railroad men at once and be 
done ‘with it?’’ Secord adds that “he be- 
lieved this impossible of accomplishment, 
and that a settlement would soon result.”’ 

Thus Secord admits that as far as he is 
concerned. Howard’s and Debs’ story is a 
straight one. For Debs says: “I was very 
much impressed with what Mr. Secord and 
Mayor Hopkins said about bringing Mr. 

liman to terms."*" But Mr. Secord wants 
the people to believe that the memories of 
Debs and Howard, so accurate as concerned 
what was said by an unimportant person 
like himself, are altogether at fault regard- 
ing a much more important person, the 
then Mayor of Chicago, who could do so 
much to make a strike a failure. 

It is worth notice also that while Debs and 
Howard told their story to the press over 
two weeks ago ‘‘Partner’’ Secord did not 
come out with his explanation until he first 
had had a chance to see Hopkins and talk 
the matter over with him. 3 

It is easy to see why Hopkins should deny 
the correctness of Howard's and Debs’ state- 
ments. He could not do otherwise. It is 


jj’ not easy to see why they. should make them 


unless they were true.’ It cannot be assumed 
they are wholly mistaken in their recollec- 
tions or invented what they have related. 
The accuracy of too much of what they have 
‘paid has been admitted. If it be assumed 
that they have told deliberate, falsehoods 
regarding Hopkins, then the question is: 
What was their motive? There ig no ap- 
‘Parent motive. None has been suggested. 

Howard told a straightforward story .of 
his recollection of what happened at the 
meeting with the Mayor at the Sherman 
House, Subsequently Debs, in the McHenry 
County Jail, confirmed the truth of the main 
Points of the story without going into de- 
tails, as Howard did. 

There is nothing to show that they had 
been putting their heads together to con: 
coct a false statement. They had absolute- 
ly nothing to gain by doing so. Corrobor- 
ated, as their allegations are in part by 
Hopkins and Secord, the people will believe 
the strike leaders told the whole truth. 

Supposing Hopkins did not advise a strike, 
but merely did what Secord says he did— 
“maintain perfect silence during the conver- 
sation with the labor men, neither assenting 
to nor disapproving of what Secord said.’’ 
Then Hopkins is deserving of the severest 
censure for not opening his mouth, rebuk- 
ing his partner sharply for giving such 
wicked advice, and warning Debs and How- 
ard that if they began such a conflict as was 
spoken of he and his police force would be 
on the side of law and order and would sup- 
press them the moment they overstepped the 
law. But according to Secord he did not say 
@ word at the moment when his duty de- 
manded that he should speak. He knew 
what the consequences would be if all the 
railroad employés went out, for he had seen 
railroad strikes before, and yet according to 
partner Secord the Chief Magistrate of the 
city remained silent and by his silence gave 

assent. This statement is enough to con- 
demn Hopkins, 


DEMONSTRATING FOR ‘DEBS. 

‘The labor organizations of this city are to 
be asked to unite in a grand demonstration 
on the day that Debs is released from con- 
finement in the Woodstock jail. Before ac- 
cepting the invitation they ought to find out 
what Debs has done for them specially, or 
for the country generally, that they should 
quit work in order to demonstrate on his ac- 
count. 

From a money point of view Debs has been 
an expensive luxury. He is chiefly notorious 
because of his connection with the strike of

The harm Debs has done and tried to do the 
workingmen of this city in the past is appar- 
ent. It will not do to call him a “martyr in 
their cause,” for he worked against their 
interests. He pretended to sympathize with 
them, but he cost them millions. Nor has he 
said that he is going to do anything for them 
in the future which will put in their pockets 
the money he deprived them of. On the con- 
trary, when he gets out of jail he will begin 
making speeches in behalf of socialism and 
a rotten currency. He will ask the working- 
men to cut their own throats by voting to 
be paid their wages in 50-cent dollars. 

Debs has confessed that he was all wrong 
last year. He has said that he is out of the 
strike business and will seek a remedy for 
what he considers evils through the ballot 
box alone. Having admitted that he madeua 
stupendous blunder and was not a fit leader 
for workingmen to follow, the wisest thing 
the latter can do is to take him at his own 
valuation and drop him. 


REPUDIATING sOCIALIST BLATHER- 
SKITES. 
The reaction against socialism among the 


workingmen which set in England appears 


to have extended to Chicago. Ten days ago 
the English Trades-Union Congress, which 
had fallen under the influence of Socialist 
agitators like Keir Hardie the year before 
and had adopted a socialistic manifesto in- 
dorsing Henry ‘George’s land confiscation 
scheme and other robber projects, retraced 
its steps. It sustained the committed which 
had refused to carry out that manifesto; 
and amended its constitution so that only 
bona fide workingmen or the paid officials 
of unions can be delegates. That will bar 
out most of the brawling demagogues who 
work with their jaws only, and the con- 
gress will represent workingmen, not Social- 
ist agitators. 

The Campaign committee of the People’s 
party of this city has issued an address in 
which it cuts loose from Morgdn and his 
Socialists and regrets that the alliance was 
entered into with them last year, and that 
their doctrines were indorsed. The party 
deciared then that it was in favor of “‘the 
collective ownership of such means of pro- 
duction and distribution as the people may 
elect."" The means of production are the 
land and machinery. The means of distribu- 
tion are the railroads and steamboats, etc. 

The People’s party managers have discov- 
ered that these notions are not popular 
among the farmers or the workingmen of 
Illinois, and they hasten to disown them. 
They have discovered also that while they 
thought they were going to swallow the 
Socialists the Socialists have been endeay- 
oring to swallow them—‘“‘to lead the work- 
ingmen of Cook County into the small and 
hopeless propaganda of their red flag con- 
tingent.”” The platform of the People’s 
party is bad enough without any Morgan 
planks, but it is a good sign that its mem- 
bers are disinclined to add any more vicious 
features to their creed or to march under the 
red flag. 


Sunday the Chicago Labor Assembly re- 
ceived an invitation from a Socialist organ- 
ization to attend a series of meetings at 
which is to appear a disreputable English 
Anarchist named Mowbray, who published 
& paper so violent in its utterances that he 
was sent to jail. After his release he fled 
to this country, only to get into trotble 
with the authorities here. The invitation 
was declined as follows: 

Whereas, The blatant Anarchist Mowbray has 
been imported to Chieago by the socialistic and 
anarchistic Labor Congress to give utterance to 
un-American and revolutionary harangues in the 
name of organized labor of Chicago. 

Resolved, That the Trade and Labor Assembly 
disavows any connection whatever with the bring- 
ing to Chieago of such men as Charles W. Mow- 
bray or J. Keir Hardie, and warns the press and 
public that such irresponsible adventurers in no 
manner represent the trades union sentiments of 
the United States. 

This is the way to speak and it is to be 
hoped that all organizations of genuine 
workingmen will give evidence that they are 
such by expressing themselves in the same 
way regarding these imported agitators, who 
come here to stir up strife. It is to be hoped 


that this latest visitor will not be asked by | 


any religious body to appear before it and 
air his views as Hardie was.

| ITALIANS ABOUT TO CELEBRATE. 
Chicago is*glad to see that her citizens of 


‘Italian birth have not forgotten the occupa- 


tion of Rome by Victor Emmanuel and that 
they intend to celebrate the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of that momentous event, just as 
our German citizens a few days ago cele- 
brated the anniversary of the Battle of Se- 
dan. No better assurance of a man’s devo- 
tton to his adopted country can be given 
than evidence of his devotion in his new 
citizenship to the country of his birth. Sen- 
timent is the foundation of civic duty, as of 
civic pride, and no German could be moved 
to enthusiasm by memory of Sedan, no Ital- 
ijn by memory of the unification of Italy, 
unless sentiment informed his very nature. 
It is evident from the heartiness and univer- 
sality of the Chicago Italians’ response to 
Consul Razwadowski's proposal for a cele- 
tration of the anniversary that they are not 
anly true patriots, but also good and trust- 
worthy citizens. 

‘Few people, it may be believed, realize 
how many Italians there are in this city. 
The Consul says about 4,000 men will have 
places in the procession next Friday, and 
that means that the total number of men, 
women, and children must be twice or three 
times as great. When they abandon them- 
selves to rejoicing and merrymaking it will 
mean a good deal to the rest of us, for almost 
all of them are engaged in the fruit import- 
ing and purveying business, upon which all 
(hicago’s happiness in a measure depends, 
But if ever a people were justified in taking 
a day ‘off to glorify glorious deeds and to 
oongratulate themselves upon them surely 
the people of Italy, whether at home or 
abroad, are justified in doing so Sept. 20, 
i805. It was on that day a quarter of a 
century ago that Italy’s long agony of dis- 
section and dismemberment was ended and 
the people of the peninsular joined to form 
one of the powers of Europe, instead of con- 
tinuing the playthings of petty Princes and 
the victims of foreign craft and force. The 
nation’s history since then has been a history 
of progress and enrichment (despite the oc- 
casional setbacks due to erroneous financial 
ideas); and the Italy which then was helpless 
among the hungry now has a brilliant army 


‘and a formidable navy and is abundantly 


able to defend herself against any possible 
‘enemy. 

So let the Italians of Chicago enjoy them- 
selves to their hearts’ content and congratu- 
late their country and themselves as earn- 
estly as may be upon the events that have 
followed the establishment of the Sicilian 
conqueror in the city of the Cesars. They 
have Chicago's sympathy and approval. 


THE RIGHT TO ISSUE BONDS. 

The Populist Senator, Peffer of Kansas, 
asserted a few days ago that President 
Cleveland has no authority to sell bonds and 
redeem: greenbacks to sustain the public 
oredit, and that if another issue is made he 
(Peffer) will move in the Senate to have it 
declared illegal! This would-be statesman 
is not alone in claiming the bond issues to 
be itlegal. The whole crowd of free silver 
desperadoes argue in the same way, and dur- 
‘ing two years a Democratic Congress re- 
fused to pass a bill allowing the Cleveland 


‘administration to sell bonds for gold at any: 
named rate of gold interest for the purpose 


of redeeming government notea&in gold. 
The free silverites in and out of Congress 


/never proposed any remedy for the acknow!l- 
e@ged deficit, but denounced the President 


for what he had done or was doing. Some 


of them said “redeem in 16 to 1 free silver,” 
claiming that the only promise was to re- 


deem the greenbacks “in coin,”’ and last 
winter they would not allow the President 


to save fifteen millions of dollars in interest 
| which the American people will have to pay 
extra because the bonds sold for gold were. 


not permitted to be specified as redeemable 
in the same kind of money. 

On the three bond issues made since Mr. 
Cleveland became President the Treasury 
has received about 180 million dollars in 
gold, including the premium. Suppose none 
of these bonds had been sold, the wishes of 
the free silverites and Populists would have 
been yielded to.. What would be the pres- 
ent condition of the Treasury? The govern- 
ment would undoubtedly have paid out gold 
till every dollar in the Treasury was gone, 
greenbacks and other currency replacing a 
portion of it, the rest being spent for public 
expenses. During the two and a half years 
the expenses of the government have ex- 
ceeded its income by more than 120 million 
dollars, a sum about equal to the gold and 
greenbacks available when arrison’s 
term ended and Cleveland took hold, So the 
revenue deficiency would have stripped the 
administration down to the last dollar, re- 
deniption reserves and all, 
were provided in some way other than by 
customs receipts and internal taxes. After 
letting go all its gold to redeem greenbacks 
and ceasing to redeem its notes in that metal 
eighteen months ago the government would 
have been obliged to coin the “seigniorage 
silver’ and spend it in order to live from 


The country would have dropped to the 
50-cent silver basis in the money panic early 
in 1893 if it had been given out that the Pres- 
ident would put on the law the construction 
demanded by the silver desperadoes and not 
redeem the paper money obligations of the 
government in gold any longer than the then 
existing stock of gold lasted. We should 
have been on the 50-cent silver basis ever 
since then and denouneed all over the civil- 
ized world as a nation of dishonest debtors, 
individually and collectively. With smashed 
credit at home and abroad, caused by the 
process of scaling down all indebtedness 
one-half except that expressly made paya- 
ble in gold by special contracts, 
would be desperately hard today, with no

FREE SILVER NO REMEDY. 
The people of the United States are run- 


“ning behind in their business with foreigners 


fully 200 million dollars per year. The Amer- 
ican value of the goods we import from other 
countries, added to the amounts expended 
by Americans in foreign travel and owing 
by them in the shape of interest and divi- 
dends to foreign lenders and investors, ex- 
ceeds by more than 200 millons per year the 
export value of our produce and other mer- 
chandise that is shipped abroad. The dif- 
ference is much greater than fhe total value 
of the annual output from our gold and sil- 
ver mines, so that if we were to ship out the 
whole of that product there still would be a 
deficiency to be met in some other way. The 
situation is a grave one. How shall the dis- 
advantage be remedied? 

It is idle to suppose that the case would be 
improved by the adoption of free coinage 
at a 16 to 1 ratio, as proposed by the silver- 
ites, with the imevitably resulting. silver 
monometallism and a 50 per cent reduced 
value of the currency unit. That would not 
enable us to pay the foreign difference of 
trade on any more favorable terms. The 
foreign balance would then have to be paid 
with our silver money and at the intrinsic 
value of the cheap metal, for the foreigners 
could not be induced to take it at any other 
than its commercial value per ounce. In- 
stead of 200 millions in gold money we should 
have to pay 400 millions in silver dollars, 
each worth 50 cents and probably less, since 
the offering of so much extra silver on the 
markets of the world naturally would re- 
duce the prices which ‘London dealers would 
be willing to pay forit. The silver product 
of the United States, like that of Mexico, 
would be taken only at its commercial buil- 
ion value abroad and no more. 

Hence our silver miners would obtain no 
advantage from the change from the gold 
to the silver standard. They now are get- 
ting the world’s price for their bullion. 
They would get not more than that under 
silver monometallism in this country. But 
the people would. suffer tremendously by 
the change of standard, The gold would 
disappear at once, refusing to circulate by 
the side of the vastly overvalued silver coins, 
and then the silver itself would have to be 
exported at its real value to pay foreign bal- 
ances of trade just as in Mexico. There 
would be no possibility of relief by the sale 
of our bonds and other securities abroad, 
because the foreigners would not want to 
buy with their American gold securities to 
be redeemed only in the debased silver, 
which they esteem poorly in comparison 
with gold. The silver would be so scarce 
here, owing to the fact that each “dollar” 
of the reduced quantity of money would do 
but half the work of the dollar of today, 
that very soon there would be a howl for re- 
lief by the issue of fiat paper “money” on 
the plan proposed by the Populists. This 
trash would drive out the remaining sil- 
ver, as silver monometallismwould previous- 
ly drive out the gold, and a couple of years 
or so, at the present rate of imports in pro- 
portion to exports, would leave the people 
of the United States with no better currency 
>than a mass of: irredeemable trash called 
“paper money.” The experience of other 
nations with this kind of flat stuff indicates 
that soon Americans would not be willing 
to sell their labor for it, and it would be fool- 
ish to suppose they could palm it off on the 
foreigners for the payment of indebtedness 
or in the purchase of fresh lots of goods. 

“Free coinage of silver at 16 to 1’ would 
not meet the requirements. If adopted it 
would prove to be one of those quack rem- 
edies which kill the patient without curing 
the disease.

SLAYING OF Uae HINSH swat] 


BELLEVILLE, IDL. 


Clergyman Now on Trial for His Life-Di- 
vision of Op'nion Regarding His Guilt= 
His Wife Found Dead in Bed with a 
Bullet Wound Through Her Head= 
Strange Features Attending the Discov- 
ery of the Crime=—Truth May Never Be 


Brought to Light. 

Danville, Ili., Sept. 16.—[Special. ]—The 
triait of William E. Hinshaw here was ad- 
'journed over today, Mr. Hunt, one of the 
jurors, having been taken ill. 

At 1 o'clock on the morning of Jan; 10, 
1895, the people of Belleville, a town of 250 
people on the National. road, twenty miles 
west of Indianapolis, were aroused by cries 
for help. Those early on the scqne found the 
Rev. William E. Hinshaw, tor of the locai 
chureh, lying in the road bleeding from al-

and two pistol wounds, one ball striking a rib 
on his left side, the other strikmg his left 
shoulder. He told those tho found him to 
hunt for his wife, as she was shot. Mrs, Hin- 
shaw was found on a rear porch with a pistol 
wound through her head from right to left. 
She was unconscious and remained so to the 
last, though she lived sixteen hours. Her 
husband said he was awakened by a pistol 
shot and the exclamation of his wile that re 
| was shot, He jumped we of bed and ane genegen 
‘a man, with whom he engag in a 
mye 4 gic. His wife commenced 
wit another man. He and 
his — "lenunt through the house and across 
the street where the vimer man — up ard 
shot him. Both then escaped, and when he 
came to himself he called for help. . The 
story was believed and the country scoured 
for traces. None could be found nor tracks 
in the light snow, although the bare-foot 
tracks of the minister could be seen. Tho 
wife was buried, the wounds of the husband 
healed, and he resumed full pastorai rela- 
tions, apparently the happiest and most light. 
hearted man on the circuit. He delighted to 
mingle with the young people. joke them 
about their love affairs, and wear the flowers 
the girls gave him. ‘To many he wasa verit- 
able hero, more especially*since the tongue of 
the gossip had set afloat the rumor that he 
had not told ali he knew about the death of 
his wife. 
Rumors Grew Day by Day. 

These rumors grew day by day, with an in- 
creasing number of believers. the fact that 
the seventeen razor-cuts and the two pietoi 
shots on his person could have been seif-in- 
flicted, that they were not dangerous, that the 
work was done with the minister’s own wenD 


ons, were dwelt upon. 


He had not been upon his circuit baad until 
the friends of his wife, who was belovei by 
all, decided to hold memorial services in her 
honor. The church at Bellevilie could not 
hold a third of the people, many of whom 
came to pay tribute to the memory of the 
much-loved woman, while others wished to 
see how the husband would conduct himeelf. 
The sermon was by Dr. Sampson Tincher, a 
neighbor of the Hinshaws. While it iaalained 
fitting tributes, it also bore a caustic criticism 
upon those who were uttering insinuations 
against the husband. 

Dr. Tincher’s remarks were the sensation of 
the hour. but they increased rather than di- 
minished comment, more especially since the 
husband had preached as usual on this day of 
his wife’s memofial service, the only funeral 
service he had been able to attend, having 
been confined to his bed when her body was 
taken from the house. 

That morning -he had preached, his text be- 
ing: , “Though he siay me yet will I trust 
him.”’ In the afternoon the memorial serv- 
ices were held, The followmg Sunday his 
text was: **Shall Job serve God tor naught?’ 
This sermon was probably his bes There was 
never a sermon but that he did not refer to his 
wife and her tragic death. On — occasion, at 
a funeral ofa young wife, he spoke of his 
‘own loss at great length. On another occa- 
sion he said: “I could forgive the man who 
murdered my _ did he come to me asking 
forgiveness, but I could not so easiiy forgive 
the man who bas said aught against her good 
name,” This statement again caused talk, 
as it was claimed that not one word had been 
heard against his wife from any source and 
thus the first intimation came from him, 
Days passed with a constantly growing senti- 
ment against him, he apparently unconscious 


of it. 
Hinshaw Was Indicted, 


The grand jury convened and he was in- 
dicted, geodon and lodged in jail. From 
May until the day of the trial he has been con- 
fined, while the” question of his guilt has 
been the theme of crossroads stores 
and neighborhood discussions since. Hie 
own peopie were divided. Many testified to 
their loyalty by arranging to visit him 
in jail weekly or oftener, always bringing him 
baskets full of the best from country homes, 
Right royally did he receive them in jail, Al- 
ways with a emiie, generally witha joke, A 
visit was little like calling on a man soon to 
be tried for his life. 

Another faction of his church believed him 
guilty, took no part in calling on him, and 
instead was ready to aid the State’»-Attorneys 
all they could with evidence. Every act of 
his.was interpreted by his friends to prove his 
innocence and by his enemies to prove his 
guiit. When he entered the jail hie lips were 
sealed by order of his counsel. They would 
not allow him to talk under’ any circum- 
stances about the case. The day of trial 
brought hundreds of friends and enemies to 
town, where they bave since remained dis- 
cussing every phase of the case 

It isa mystery. Who killed Thurza Hin- 
shaw? Whatever may be the action of the 
jury, acquittal, conviction, or disagreement, 
the question bids fair never to be settled so 
that all wiil accept the result, It has been a 
theme for fireside talk, has been the subject 
of prayer, has been in vestigated by spiritual- 
ists, has been argued from both a theoretical 
and a practical point of view, but the question 
remains unanswered. 

If burgiaredid the deed there was no reason 
for it. If Hinshaw did it no motive has been 
found. If burgiars did it they were bungiars, 
If he did it he was unusually shrewd. If bur. 


glare did it tney were novices in crime to pre- 


cipitate a fight when there was no occasion 

for it, the only result being to arouse the 

neighbors and make escape more difficult.
